and left arm. doctors reported 
today. 
A medical bulletin released by 
Lt. Col Robert North “ reported 
the pain is not associated with 
any change in the president’s 
heart sounds, vital signs or elec­ 
trocardiogram.’’ 
The report added, quoting Dr. 
North. “ It is nevertheless an un­ 
pleasant 
factor 
because this 
pain interferes with the presi­ 
dent’s rest.” 
The bulletin also said Dr. 
North emphasized “ that the ov­ 
ernight troubles are more trou­ 
blesome from the standpoint of 
restlessness than anything else, 
retierating that anything which 
disturbs the president’s sleep is 
obviously something we want to 
control.” 
Doctors are watching Johnson 
very closely because ot his mas­ 
sive heart attack in 1955 from 


Congress' llth-Hour Vote 
Stalls Rail Strike, Mostly 


W A S H I N G T O N 1A P 1 - 
Grumbling union leaders post­ 
poned a nationwide rail strike 
today under a 37-day delay or­ 
dered by Congress that got the 
lawmakers cut of a politically 
tough spot but satisfied no one 
else, including President Nixon. 
“ Ridiculous” said Sheet Metal 
Workers President Edward F. 
C a r 1 0 u g h. whose union has 
blocked voluntary settlement of 
the dispute over wages and job 
jurisdiction. 
"A catastrophe,” said William 
W. Winpisinger, chief negotiator 
for four AFL-CIO unions whose 
45.000 maintenance and repair 
workers have already waited 15 
months for a pay increase. 
The union leaders said they 
would order the workers to ob­ 
ey the law but feared wildcat 
walkouts. 
“ The bill preserves the status 
quo for 37 days but does not re­ 
solve the underlying dispute,” 
said White House press secre­ 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler in behalf 


of President Nixon, who had 
vvanten Congress to orier a set­ 
tlement now. 
Members of Congress, many 
of them dependent on labor sup­ 
ports, refused to act that quick­ 
ly on Nixon’s politically touchy 
proposal to dictate a labor set­ 
tlement for only the second time 
in I ’. S. peacetime history. 
But Ziegler said Nixon signed 
the delaying bill to protect the 
public from a crippling nation­ 
wide rail shutdown, at least for 
now, while further efforts are 
want Congress to order a set­ 
tlement. 
The delaying bill was rushed 
through Congress in less than 10 
hours Wednesday and signed 
by Nixon just three hours before 
the 12:01 a.m. EST strike dead­ 
line. The Senate vote was 83 to 0 
and the House vote 343 to 15. 
“ By contrast, the legislation 
sent to the Congress by the 
President 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
would have settled the matter in 
accordance with the desires of 


the majority of tfie workers in­ 
volved as well as the carriers,” ; 
Ziegler said 


Nixon’s bill would have im­ 
posed as final a tentative agree­ 
ment accepted earlier by ma­ 
chinists, electricians and boiler­ 
makers unions but rejected by 
the sheet metal workers out of 
fear they would lose jobs to the 
larger unions. 


The settlement would include 
at 68-cent boast in current $3.60 
hourly wages, including several 
hundred dollars per man in ; 
back pay for 1969, and the con­ 
troversial proposal permitting 
members of all four unions toj 
cross each others’ job jurisdic- 1 
tion lines to do limited amounts I 
of work. 
The mandatory settlement pro­ 
posed by Nixon would last only \ 
through this year.

South Carolina Police Continue 
Lamar School Violence Arrests 


LAMAR, S.C. (AP) - State 
police continued today arresting 
Darlington County whites ac­ 
cused of participating in a vi­ 
olent school protest in which 
some 
Negro pupils were in­ 
jured. By noon 28 were jailed. 


Shortly before noon the police 
began leading the defendants 
from the jail in Darlington to 
the county courthouse for ar­ 
raignment. A crowd of about 50 
whites gathered outside between 
the two buildings. Twenty-five 
armed highway patrolmen stood 
by. There were no incidents. 
The State Law Enforcement 
Division (SLED) began making 
the 
arrests Wednesday night 
after 30 warrants were signed in 
Columbia, 
the 
state 
capital, 
charging whites with common 
law riot, a state offense. 
Fifteen persons were arrested 
during the night and 13 more 
were taken to jail this morning. 
Two warrants were outstanding. 
SLED Chief J. P. Strom, in 
the county seat of Darlington to 
direct the state investigation 
into Tuesday’s clash on 
the 
campus of the Lamar schools, 
said other warrants were being 
signed in Columbia today, in­ 
cluding some against women. 


He said additional charges 
also will be filed, probably in-1 
eluding assault and damage to

property—two

school buses which were over-! 
turned by a mob of whites after | 
the buses brought Negro pupils | 
to the newiy integrated schools.! 


Those arrested on the riot 
charge were jailed under $5.000 
bond pending the arraignments.

Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew told a news 
conference Wednesday: “ I want 
to make it clear that this admin­ 
istration does not condone and 
will not tolerate violence result­ 
ing from the lawful desegrega­ 
tion of schools anywhere.”

reaction to the Lamar disturb­ 
ance, told newsmen: 
“ Any time a group of adults 
intimidates

Picket lines were set up in 
the Roseville yards Wednesday, 
but the strike and lines were 
described as “ on-and-off again” 
by a union spokesman. 
There were reports of isolat­ 
ed vandalism, including tires 
being slashed.

WASHINGTON - The West­ 
ern R e g i o n Communications 
headquarters at Hamilton Air 
Force Base, with 278 personnel, 
will be shut down in a nation­ 
wide cutback of military facili­

R-First District, reported today. 
The headquarters w i l l be 
phased out beginning Sept. 30, 
and closed by June 30, 1971. It 
will involve 201 military and 77 
civilian personnel, Clausen re-1 
ported. 
Fewer than 50 of the civilians 
will lose their jobs, however, be-, 
cause some will be retained in 
other jobs, he said. The base, as 
of Jan. 31. had 4,065 military 
and civilian employees. 
Clausen termed the cutback 
at Hamilton “ very minor” com­ 
pared to those at other installa­ 
tions. “ We’re quite pleased with 
the small number of personnel 
affected.” he said. 
The cutback was part of Pen­ 
tagon plans to shut down or re­ 
duce strength at 371 military in­ 
stallations here and abroad, a 


move designed to save more 
that $914 million. 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird said yesterday that the 
cuts were forced by congres­ 
sional budget cuts 111 defense 
spending. The move will affect 
93.900 jobs, including 58,600 posi­ 
tions manned by civilian person­ 
nel. Laird said. 


Laird added that more reduc­ 
tions are expected, but did not 
say when 
another announce-, 
ment would be made. 
The cutbacks hit 37 California 
installations, 
t h e 
Associated 
Press Reported, including 852 
civilian positions by June 30 at 
Mare Island Naval Shipyard, 
and another 1.730 by Jan. 1. 
1971. The shipyard now has 10,- 
771 civilians.
